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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-30 of U. S. Application 10/071 ,472, filed 2/8/2002 are presented for 
examination. Claims 1-30 are allowed. Applicants are thanked for their arguments and 
for granting permission for the Examiner's amendment. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Marina Portnova on 7/27/2006. 

4. Please amend the claims as follows: 

claim 1: insert -computer implemented — after ''A" in line 1 
of claim 1; 

claim 1: insert — , on a computer, — after ^'receiving" in 
line 2 of claim 1; 

claim 15: delete [a user input processor to receive] in 
line 3, and replace it with — means for receiving — ; 

claim 15: delete [to analyze] in line 4, and replace it 
with — for analyzing — ; 
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claim 30: delete [A computer readable medium comprising] in 
line 1 and replace it with — An article of manufacture 
comprising a computer readable medium storing — 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record discloses collaborative and concurrent CAD design (see patent 6,629,065, for 
example). However, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest "determining a 
correspondence between each design feature and one or more body partitions within a 
predefined set of body partitions composing a body of the object using the behavioral 
parameters" in combination with analyzing the behavioral parameters, in the context of 
the claims, and as defined in the specification (see figure 6 and corresponding text).
